The average third term 
candidates plurality h a s 
dropped about 6.1 percentile 
points in the third term 
race.

The first repo rt, at the time, seemed in­ 
credible to even a casu al o bserver. It led to 
specu latio n that po .ssibly the administratio n 
was pu tting o u t feelers o n reactio n to with­ 
drawal fro m a “no -win” war. 


Upo n their retu rn the White Ho u se re­ 
po rted: “The military pro gram in So u th Viet­ 
nam has made pro gress and is so u nd in prin­ 
ciple, tho u gh impro vements are being ener­ 
getically so u ght.” 
Secretary McNamara and Gen. Taylo r 
then repo rted that they believed that the 
majo r part o f the United States military task 
co u ld be co mpleted by the end o f 196.5 and that 
by the end o f 1963 the Vietnamese sho u ld 
have pro gressed to the po int where 1 ,0 0 0 
United States military perso nnel c o u l d be 
withdrawn.

The teachers’ revo lt in Utah has no t 
co me witho u t warning and is evidence ho w a 
crisis can o ccu r when a state avo ids living 
u p to its edu catio nal o bligatio ns. 


There is no w eno u gh co mpo u nd evidence 
to su ppo rt the teachers’ case. The Utah teach­ 
ers criticized the Legislatu re’s edu catio n 
appro priatio n as falling sho rt o f requ irements.

“The go o ds-pro du cing secto r has experienced 
a net lo ss o f mo re than 3 millio n jo bs o ver the 
past six years.” 


The labo r fo rce will increase by 1.4 mil­ 
lio n every year in this decade. We mu st have 
3 nilllio n new jo bs a year to abto rfo new 
wo rkers and to co mpensate fo r the higher 
level o f pro du ctivity that may be predicted. 


The real issu e is freedo m o f religio n. The 
amendment co u ld have the effect o f fo rcing 
religio u s practices into the scho o ls and im­ 
po sing these u po n children assembled u nder 
co mpu lso ry edu catio n laws.

In the Roosevelt presiden­ 
tial landslide of 1932, Gov. 
Charles Bryan u]: 4)ed his 
Democratic plurality of 1.5% 
in 1930 to 6.3%, but ttü s was 
below his first term plural­ 
ity of 13.3%. 
Depending on what tran­ 
spires in the national elec­ 
tions, Morrison m ay be 
benefited by his third term 
race coming up in an pres­ 
idential year. 
This helped Bryan in 1932 
but it cost Democrat More- 
head his office when Repub­ 
lican Harding won the pres­ 
idency in 1920. 
The only other Governor 
to have the third term come 
up in a presidential year 
w a s Republican Dwight 
Griswold. President Roose­ 
velt’s fourth term victory 
did not check Griswold’s 
improving his strength over 
bus boy, George Olsen. 
In a close election, a shift 
of one-half of the percent­ 
age of the winner’s plural­ 
ity by the voters from the 
w i n n e r to the opponent 
would reverse the election.

Democrat 
Ralph Brooks defeated Re­ 
publican incumbent

Victor Anderson by 1,640 in 
1958. That year there were 
6,981 persons who voted in 
the Nebraska election who 
passed by casting any vote 
for governor. 
Ma t he ma t i c a l l y, this 
group could have reversed 
the election or doubled 
Brooks’ percentage of plu­ 
rality. 
In presidential years the 
number of persons who go 
to the polls but pass voting 
on the governor’s race is 
higher than the number in 
non-presidential years. 'This 
percentage in 19fö was 1.6% 
compared to 3.2% in tim 
presidential election of 1960.

Eyes are for seeing. 
Eyes are also for listening. 
Listening eyes become ex traordinarily 
important to the child with a hearing de­ 
fect. Or one with no hearing ability at all. 
To him, or her, development of lip-read­ 
ing skills permits greater, more comfor­ 
table entry into a world other persons 
accept as quite ordinary. 
During the past year, a University of 
Nebraska professor, Dr. Robert E. Stepp, 
has been perfecting ways increased num­ 
bers of handicapped youngsters may begin 
developing lip-reading powers. 
He couldn’t have done it any earlier. 
Stepp’s ex periment, underwritten by a 
$38,712 federal grant, is wholly anchored 
to use of a large, self-operated, self-in- 
structional film viewer—a piece of equip­ 
ment which didn’t come off the assembly 
line until last November. 
Strikingly resembling a portable tele­ 
vision set, the viewer is easily activated 
by a cartridge load film insert. 
No loops, no sprockets, no pulleys 
for little hands. Simply slip the plastic con­ 
tainer into the viewer. And there’s the 
movie. 
From the vantage point of the mechan­ 
ical aid, Stepp and his associates produced 
24 short films—four to eight minutes long 
—in a fourth-floor room at the Nebraska 
Center. 
The beneficiaries, as well as ex per­ 
imental subjects, are students in Lincoln’s 
Prescott School’s hard-of-hearing unit. 
There’s nothing particularly new, using 
films In teaching accoustlcally-handicapped 
children. But it’s never been done before 
on such an individualized basis. 


“Normal lip-reading is a one-to-one 
relationship, teacher and student.” Stepp 
says. 
What his ex periment attempts to do is 
provide this instructural relationship for 
many children, not just one. 
It’s been working, too. 
Because of the viewer’s mechanical 
simplicity, the single-concept films can 
be screened over and over again by the 
students themselves. 
Through word repetition by the teach­ 
er and association with the object the 
word describes, listening eyes are de­ 
veloped. 
In the film covering the word “car,” 
this key word is repeated 115 times in a 
matter of minutes. Primary grade young­ 
sters at Prescott have seen this film “at 
least 10 times,” according to Stepp. 
All films were produced from the 
learner’s point of view, all provide sound 
amplification, via earphones, to children 
who are from 60 to 90% handicapped. 
In the laboratory setting, the children 
learn to independently operate the view­ 
ers. They are taught the concepts of left 
and right, of stimulus and response, of 
how to take directions. 
Only by trying could Stepp reason out 
proper length of film, difficult of subject 
matter and other factors. 
One of the films is a split-screen doc­ 
umentary. 
One side features the teacher, Mrs. 
Fern Ihfe. The other side depicts the stu­ 
dent’s reaction to what Mrs. Ihfe is say­ 
ing or asking the child to do. 
This response film verifies students’ 
lip-reading comprehension beyond ques­ 
tion. 
It also pleases Bob Stei^ enormously.

An attorney general’s opin­ 
ion said the state has no le­ 
gal authority to stipulate that 
a person can drive a motor 
vehicle only while wearing 
eye glasses. 
The opinion said state 
says only that a person to 
qualify for q driver’s license 
must successfully pass an eye 
ex amination, with or without 
glasses. 
But the law, the opinion 
added, doesn’t say that a per­ 
son must wear eye glasses 
while driving after passing 
the eye test. 
The only effect of the pro­ 
vision is to prohibit the issu­ 
ance of an operator’s license 
to any person who does not 
have sufficient vision (with 
or without the aid of spec­ 
tacles) to operate a motor ve­ 
hicle with a reasonable de­ 
gree of safety; and that pro­ 
vision in no way constitutes 
authority for the issuance of 
a license which restricts the 
licensee to operation of mo­ 
tor vehicles only while wear­ 
ing eye glasses,” the opinion 
said. “Nor do we find any 
such authority elsewhere in 
the statutes.” 
The opinion noted tint an­ 
other state law stipulates that 
restrictions be placed on per­ 
sons issued licenses when snch 
persons possess “any other 
physical defect.” 
But the opinion said “it 
would appear that this provi­ 
sion has reference to physi­ 
cal defects other than visual 
H^airment.” 
However, the 
o pi n i o n 
warned while a person may 
lawfully operate a motor ve­ 
hicle without wearing eye 
glasses, tiiere is always w 
possibility that driving under 


i: 


such conditions would result 
in sufficient cause for arrest 
under another traffic law. 
It said: 
“Moreover, tiie 
failure of snch a person to 
use his eye glasses while op­ 
erating a motor vehicle might 
well be considered as evi­ 
dence of negligence in a civil 
action arising out of an auto- 
moble collision involving tee 
subject licensee.” 
The opinion was requested 
by Box Butte County Atty. 
John 0. Anderson of Alliance, 
Neb. It was written by As­ 
sistant Atty. Gen. C. C. Shel­ 
don, and approved by Atty. 
Gen. Clarence Meyer. 
“We are aware of the weak­ 
ness in the law,” said State 
Motor Vehicle Department 
Director B. H. G. Eiting. 
“However, we do not think 
it’s a major problem. It is 
one of the items we will offer 
to the nex t Legislature.”
